Decision on Anti-War March Due
The coordinator of a stu­ 

dent group seeking a permit 
  to demonstrate against a Tor­ 
rance chemical firm Aug. 6 
has told the city's License Re­ 
view Board an alternate site 
for the demonstration will not 
be acceptable.

Mike McCabe, coordinator 
of the Student Mobilization 
Committee, said Monday that 
a line of march which does 
not pass the Dow Chemical 
Co. at 305 S. Crehshaw Blvd. 
will destroy the object of the 
march.

McCabe made the statement 
Monday as hearings on the 
permit application were con­ 
cluded. The city board has in­ 
dicated it will announce a de­ 
cision tomorrow when it con­ 
venes for a regular meeting.

The Crenshaw Boulevard 
route Is opposed by city traf­ 
fic officials and by the fire 
department, since it would

require that Crenshaw Boule­ 
vard be closed for up to five 
hours.

That point has posed the 
biggest problem for McCabe's 
group, as closing of one of the 
city's only two north-south 
arterial highways would seri­ 
ously hamper fire and police 
mobility and put an overload 
of traffic on Hawthorne Bou­ 
levard, traffic authorities said.

Captain Philip Wilson of 
the .Torrance Police Depart­ 
ment testified that the Dow 
Chemical location would be 
dangerous for the expected 
15,000 demonstrators in case 
of a riot.

He referred to a large coil 
fence along Crenshaw Boule­ 
vard which would make it im­ 
possible for persons to escape 
in case of a violent outbreak.

McCabe said the police had 
no reason to assume there

would be a riot on the site 
of the march.

Police Capt. Robert Ham- 
mond admitted that police 
have no confirmed informa­ 
tion that any group is in fact 
planning a riot, but he said 
his men had to anticipate the 
possibility of one occurring.

McCabe told the board he 
would retract his request if a 
Los Angeles City board ap­ 
proves a similar permit for a 
march Aug. 6 in the La 
Fayette park area. That board 
is scheduled to mee to dis­ 
cuss the permit today.

Various city department 
heads have submitted a list 
of regulations to be condi­ 
tions added to the original 
plan. The1 license board is to 
meet tomorrow morning at 
10:15.

A resolution calling for a new study of a site 

for a four-year college in the South Bay-Torrance 
area has been approved by the Senate Finance 
Committee and placed on the "consent" calendar 
for action. The resolution, authored by Senator 
Ralph C. Dills (D-Gardena) was approved by the 
Senate Rules Committee last week. The measure, 
which is almost certain to pass the full Senate, 
calls for a report by 19<!9 and confines the study 
to the area south of Los Angeles Airport and 
west of the Harbor Freeway.
